Two Aviators Held 


Toronto, Sept. IT (TP)— leonard Koenecke, a big league 
baseball player, was killed during a battle in a careening air­ 
plane high over this city today, which landed two protesting 
aviators in jail on manslaughter charges and gave provincial 
police a puzzle that might have international aspects. 
The plane’s pilot, William J. Mulqueeney of Detroit, said 
his passenger, Koenecke, outfielder of the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
flew into a rage, grabbed at controls and grappled with his 
companion Irwin Davis. Tile plane was in danger, he said, and 
he used a fire extinguisher to quiet Koenecke. 
“If he’s dead, I’m the one that killed him,” said Mul­ 
queeney. “My God, I wish I could take those blows back.” 
Dr. W. II. Taylor of New Toronto, autopsy surgeon, said 
a brain hemorrhage caused Koenecke’s death and that the 
ball player’s face wes severely battered. 
A coroner’s Jury viewed the body, inspected the blood-.spattered 
cabin which had been rocked by the eerie struggle, 
and

Grave Complications 
Col. Douglas Joy, in spector of civil aviation, examined the pla ne’s 
interior und th e d a m a g e caused by its emergency landing on the in­ 
field of the L ong B ranc h r a c etrac k and said: 
"This isn ’t a flying accident. It is a criminal case." 
Attorney-General Roebuck h ea rd the pilot’s strange story and 
reports of Investigators said: 
"The circum sta nces of this in cid ent are such as to cause grave 
uneasiness. This m a tte r has very grave complications. W e are as 
anxious to protect American citi-*> 
zcns while on o u r soil as we a re 
to protect o ur own citizens.

flite of Indian Treaty 
Tt was at Fort 
Stanwix 
General William Johnson in 
made a treaty with the Six Tribes 
Indians, whereby for the sum 
of 
$10,000 the Colonies secured tit­ 
les to the lands now’ embraced in 
Kentucky, West Virginia, and the 
western part of Pennsylvania. 
There is a tradition also 
that 
from its ram parts the Stars 
and 
Stripes of the Continental 
flag 
floated in battle for the first time, 
on August 3, 1777. 
Referring to this incident 
and 
the making of a 
flag 
for 
the 
garrison. 
Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Willett in his Journal wrote: 
“ A 
respectable one was formed, the 
white stripes were cut out of am ­ 
munition shirts, the blue stripes 
out of a cloak 
formerly 
taken 
from the enemy at Pe e k sk ill, the 
red stripes out of different pieces 
of stuff collected 
from 
sundry 
persons. The flag was sufficiently 
large and a general exhilaration of 
spirits appeared on beholding it 
wave the morning after 
th e a r ­ 
rival of the enemy.” 
The location of th e old fort was 
important during the latter part 
of the eighteenth century before 
water transportation had 
been 
replaced by speedier 
means 
of 
locomotion. It was situated upon 
the carrying place of the Mohawk 
River and I>ake Ontario not 
far 
from the smaller Oneida Lake. It 
was built in 175 6, destroyed 
and 
rebuilt by Brigadier Stanwix 
in 
1758. 
In the Revolutionary W a r Fort 
Stanwix was 
attacked 
by 
the 
British General Saint Leger. The 
Continental troops u nder General 
Gansevoort withstood a 
siege of 
19 days and were finally relieved 
by 
General 
Benedict 
Arnold. 
Saint Leger’s failure and 
subse­ 
quent retreat were 
contributory 
to the final disastrous outcome of 
Burgoyne's campaign. 
The site of the font is now part 
of the city of Rome, 
New 
York. 
bounded on the north by Liberty 
Street, on

east 
by 
Spring 
Street, on the south by 
Dominick 
and on the west by Jam es Street.

white. 
The city has doubled its 
population since 1920. 


Near Battlefield Site 


Probably the c it y is boat known 


is being the near-site of the battle 
if Murfreesboro, which was fought 
between 
northern 
and 
southern 
forces on December 31, 1862. and 
.January 2, 1863, thus beginning in 
one year and ending in the next. 
The eastern fortifications employed 
in the struggle are still intact a 
short distance northwest 
of 
the 
city. 
Anollier battle occurred in the 
city limits on July 13, 1862, when 
t h ; 
Confederate 
General 
F o rre st 
captured the community from the 
Federal troops in the course of his 
famous raid. 
The columns of the 
courthouse still bear the m ark s of 
bullets which flew* In this battle. 
The
